With so many students, teachers could not devote enough time to students who had 
pecial needs or to support and help many of their students. Grading became tedious. With 
nore students, there were more papers to grade. Many teachers got so caught up in grading, 
hey had little time to plan lessons. Some became behind in grading and could not return 
he papers to the students soon after the test or quiz. This in turn hurt students because 
f the lack of material to study. 

With more students came crowded classes and more conversations. The likelihood 
f having total class participation dropped. Students began to hide in crowds. This 
revented teachers from reaching students. 

There were other views on this subject. Some teachers felt that it depended on the 
ersonalities of the teachers and of the students, not the number of students per class. “The 
ids who are supposed to get close to a teacher, or who want to, will find a way despite the 
ncrease in class size,” Mrs. Sally Scott said. 

In the end, the students were the ones most affected, not the teachers. All teachers 
ared for their students and tried to help in all ways possible. Students simply had to ask 
or help.

The 24 four color pages and 16 of gold spot color along with 
the remaining black and white pages were created on one Power Macintosh 7100 and two Power 
Computing 240 computers using Aldus PageMaker 6.5. Body copy ran in Vendome Roman type 11 
pt. while captions were the same font in 7 pt. type. Theme copy primarily used the font John Handy 
in various sizes. Headlines were created individually, utilizing a variety of fonts, sizes, and graphics 


to ensure the unique representation of each spread.
